The chicken is dead. Mullering killed it. 
That is why his wife left him. 

These are serious consequences which the 
victim of the ‘“‘deep murder mystery’’ at- 
tributes to the fowl. j 

But there are others. Search of deep sink- 
holes on the MuHering farm by perspirins 
policemen for the bodies of Mrs, Mullering 
and her daughter, the dragging of the Riv- 
er des Peres for the same cause, the dis- 
patching of five policemen to arrest him 
after he had supplied the police with his 
address, the summoning of a dozen wit- 
nesses, some of whom had seen strange 
things and heard mysterious shots, and who 
had told of incidents that bade fair to cause 
serious trouble for Mullering, and finally 
the appearance of Mrs. Mullering ané her 
child at the police station where judgment 
was to be passed on the husband and fath- 
er—in all this the chicken played the lead- 
ing role in this serio-comedy. 


GUILTY SAID NEIGHBORS. 

The hearing of Mullering’s neighbors, who 
1ad gathered at the mounted district police 
station te relate circumstances which had 
convinced them that a tragedy had oc- 
curred, was about to commence at 10 
o'clock Friday. 

In a half-hour’s comparison of notes on 
the wide plazza of the Mounted District 
station the neighbors had worked up a 
case against Mullering which seemed to 
them complete. 

Henry Meyer, a 16-year-old boy who had 
told his parents that he heard shots and a 
woman's screams at the Mullering house 
on the morning of his disappearance, had 
been sent for by telephone. 

His story, the confident neighbors said, 
would give the necessary link in the chain 
of evidence, 

Joseph Porter, to whom Mullering had 
sold his belongings; “made the ‘statement 
in the eyes of the _ police, most 
cast suapicion on the prisoner. 
“The note is not the same one he showed 


strongly 


me,” declared Portner when the police 
showed. him the scrap of paper containing 


Mrs. Mullering’s farewell words. “It 
couldn't be the same, because he tore the 
first one up. I saw him tear it to pieces, 


after he had shown it to me.” 

Lawrence O'Keefe, another neighbor, 
positive that he had heard shots fired 
the Mullering house on the morning 
May 7.

Lem 
Staley, William Kameyer, Henry Price, 
Frank Keufer, Franz Rascher, James Cul- 
tin, Portner and O'Keefe.

Power Brake tet to Be En- 
forced to the Letter. 


COMPANY'S INDEPENDENT TONE 


LETTER FROM MR. DUPONT HINTS 
AT FAVORITE BRAKE. 


—_—_—_-—— ——— 


Transit Official Says a Certain Design 
Is Being Urged Upon the Board 
of Public Improvements, 


Legal war between the city and the tran- 
sit company is threatened over the power 


brake ordinance. 


President Phillips of the board of public 
improvements says he will ask the city 
counselor's office to sustain him in his ef- 
forts to enforce the ordinance when it be- 
comes effective. 

Vice-President Dupont of the transit 
company refuses to accede to the board's 
request that his company submit designs 
of power brakes for approval by the board, 

He also intimates that the company will 
not submit to the enforcement of the or- 
dinance without a fight. Incidentally, he 
makes the assertion, in a communication 
received by President Phillips Friday, that 
he is advised that powerful influences are 
at work to induce the board to adopt a 
certain patent power brake, aljhough he 
does not use those exact words. 

The members of the board, and particu- 
larly Sewer Commissioner Hermann, have 
been waiting: with interest the transit com- 
pany s announcement of their position with 
reference to the brake question. I[t is made 
very clear by Mr. Dupont's letter that the 
city will have &mn interesting contract on 
its hands when it proceeds to the enforce- 
ment of the letter of this law. 

This is not the only controversy between 
the transit company and the board of pub- 
lic improvements. The company is ex- 
pected by the board to place by July 1 upon 
ail its cars fenders of one of the approved 
designs, and also wheel guards. 

“Up to date the transit and Suburban 
companies have submitted no designs for 
wheel guards for approval,"’ said President 
Phillips to the Post-Dispatch. Friday. 

“It looks to me as if there will be some 
additional work for the legal department. 
I shall report to the mayor after the Ist 
of July if the railway companies are not 
equipping their cars with approved fenders 
and wheel guards. 

“The board will conduct an investigation 
of power brakes on its own account, and 
will approve those it finds satisfactory, re- 
gardiess of the companies. 

Sixty days after the board approves the 
a brake design the ordinance goes into 
effect. 

Mr. Dupont’s letter begins with the state- 
ment that the brakes now in use on the

“IT am advised that there is a patent 
mechanical brake,’’ Mr. Dupont writes, “in 
there is considerable local interest, 
and which may be urged upon your board. 

“It would cost the company $400,000 to ex- 
periment with this brake for 60 days. If it 
failed, the board, under the ordinance, 
could discredit the brake and order another 
adopted at the same expense. At the end 
of another 60 days it might order another 
brake at the same additional expense, and 
s0 oOn.”’ 

“You will observe how important it is.”’ 
says Dr. Dupont _in conclusion, “to dem 
onstrate its practicability with tests and 
experiments before submitting any brake.’’

Great Wheat Crop Is Ready 
for Harvest. 


FARMERS WATCH THE TRAINS 


OFFER GOOD WAGES TO LABORERS 
PASSING THROUGH. 


Nebraska Has Added Its Cry for Out- 
side Help and Ten Thousand Har- 
vesters Will Soon Be 
Needed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 20.—‘'I could 
use 3000 men in the Kansas harvest fields 
tomorrow if I had them,” said Superinten- 
dent Howard af the state free employment 
bureau. 

The demand for harvezters is growing 
strenuous. 


Of the 79 laborers who started for Pratt, 
Kan., last Tuesday, not one arrived. 

The committee of farmers waiting for the 
men at Pratt found only empty ooaches. 

But they were not the first farmers to 
be disappvuinted, At other points along the 
line committees had boarded the train to 
urge the men to stop with them, and not 
0 on to their destination. The first per- 
sons intercepting the shipment of laborers 
got them. 

It looks as if it will be necessary for the 
farmers to send guards with the shipments 
of farm hdnds, and place the men under 
contract, 

Three regiments of men could be sent out 
of Kansas City tomorrow to earn at least 
$1.50 a day and their board—perhaps $2 a 
day—in the harvest. 

All who can pay 1 cent a mile for their 
transportation, upon applying to Superin- 
tendent Howard of the state free rk : 
ment bureau in the Nelson building ll De 
given tickets. But the men are not bound 
to go to the places for which they start, 
nor can Superintendent Howard or the 
railwaye guarantee that they will not stop 
at intermedimie points if offered induce- 
ments to do so. 

In a few days, the request for harvesters 

robably will be swelled to 10,000 men. It is 
mprovable that the orders cay be as much 
as vune-third filled. 

The railways ship men at one cent a mile 
on Tuesday and Fridays. The first. ship- 
ment was last Thursday. Only 250 men were 
secured. 

Tomorrow, Superintendent Howard will 
send all the men who apply, but it seems 
improbable that anywhere near the num- 
ber wanted will appear. 

It is possible, and Superintendent Hlow- 
ard hopes, that the publicity given to the 
need for harvesters and the prospect of 
premium wages will bring in a lot of men, 
but it is not likely that enough to fill the 
demand will come. 

For the first time, Nebraska is sending to 
Kansas Citv for harvesters.

The corruption and extravagance of the 
work exceeded the wildest imagination. 
De Leseeps, the great engineer, came out 
of the investigation with his reputation 
ruined.

or from the Southwest. 

Mr, Saunders showed to the President's 
secretary a list of members of the Business 
Men's League, explaining that they are 
devoted to the city’s commercial interests, 
without regurd to politics, and inting 
out those who are connected with the 
W orld’s Fair enterprise. 

Mr. Cortelyou submitted the invitation to 
the President, who appeared to be de- 
lighted. He asked his secretary what date 
in the western itinerary was open and Mr. 
Cortelyou replied that Tuesday, Sept. B®, 
would be available.

Cortelyou then assured Mr. Saunders that
